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Voters follow 
state trend 
in election 


Historically, an average number 
of voters in the city of East Jordan 
showed up at the polls to vote last 
Tuesday. 

Of the 1,539 feuisered voters, 
846 cast their ballots, which is about 
55 percent, said city clerk Kathy 
O’Rear. 

City commissioner incumbents 
Ron Klooster and Ruth Gee retained 
their seats with 421 votes and 371 
votes respectively. Newcomer 
Jeanette Norton garnered 338 votes 
to take the seat of Dan McKinnon 
who is retiring from the commission 
at the end of December. The five-year 
terms begin on January 1, 1997. 

In the race for president, the city 
voted for Bill Clinton, 370 votes to 
299 for Bob Dole. 

City voters decided to give U.S. 
Senator Carl Levin (D), another term 
by voting 437 over 349 for Republi- 
can Ronna Romney. 

The city helped Democrat Bart 
Stupak easily retain his seat in the 
U.S. Congress by giving him 533 
votes. Republican Bob Carr received 
245 votes. 

In the 106th District of the State 
House, Republican Beverly Bodem 
captured 465 votes over Democrat 
Bob Fournier with 296 city votes. 


Deer season 
opens Friday

If Mother Nature cooperates, the 
1996 deer season, which opens Fri- 
day, should be good. 

There will be more than 14 mil- 
lion hunter-days of deer hunting rec- 
reation during archery, firearm, and 
muzzle loading seasons combined, 
which is more deer hunting than is 
provided in any other state or Cana- 
dian province. 

Deer hunting in Michigan is big 
business. An expected 800,000 in- 
dividuals will spend more than $500 
million for food, lodging, transpor- 
tation, and equipment to pursue deer 
hunting in Michigan. The harvest is 
expected to be 500,000 deer, which 
will be a slight increase over the all- 
time record take of 476,960 deer in 
1995. 

The expected harvest of antlered 
deer (200,000) should be signifi- 
cantly lower than that in 1995 
(294,650). The expected antlerless 
harvest (300,000) should be much 
higher than in 1995 (184,310). The 
1996 harvest should produce more 
than 30 million pounds of boned 
venison, which is enough to feed five 
meals to every person in Michigan. 

There were an estimated 1.8 
million to 2 million deer in Michi- 
gan on Oct. 1, 1996, which is about 
10 percent fewer than in 1995. There 
are more deer in southern Michigan 
and fewer deer in northern Michigan 
than last year, Also, there are more 
adult antlerless deer and fewer ant- 
lered bucks and fawns than last year. 
The DNR’s goal is to have a fall herd 
of 1.3 million deer, 35 percent of 
which are antlered deer.

Dispelling myths and legends

Author Greta Antoine wants people 
to know about the history and heritage 
of her people from her people and not 
from archeologists and Ph.Ds. 

That’s why she wrote her book 
“Medicine Bear,” recently published by 
Carlton Press of New York City. The 
book will be stocked in area book stores 
soon and may be ordered now. 

“You can’t tell who a people are by 
examining pottery,” Antoine said. 

Television documentaries and textbooks 
do not tell the real history, either. 

Antoine’s book tells about 
Anishinabe, which means “original 
man,” as told to her from Odawa and 
Objibway clan elders. Each clan has a 
storyteller who keeps the Indians’ 
history throughout the generations. 

“Our culture was never broken,” 
Antoine said. “It went into hiding when 
our ceremonies were declared illegal by 


whites, but it’s always been and always 
will be.” 

Antoine is from upstate New York, 
but has lived in East Jordan for many 
years. She met her husband, Day Star, 
(or Stanley Antoine) when he was in the 
Coast Guard and stationed on the East 
Coast. Day Star is a traditional chief of 
the Odawa Bear Clan. The couple 
moved to East Jordan, Day Star’s home 
town, when he got out of the service. 
They have seven children. 

Greta is known around East Jordan 
as Gigi. She is of French and Oneida 
heritage. She was adopted by the Odawa 
and given the name Minonqua. She is a 
traditional women’s dancer at pow 
wows in the area, and taught in the East 
Jordan school system for approximately 
10 years. 

“Medicine Bear” is Antoine’s first 
book, although she contributed to the 
“East Jordan Remembers” project. She 
is writing a sequel which could be 


finished by the spring. She chose to call 
her book “Medicine Bear” after one of 
the characters. Her book tells about the 
oral history of ceremonies in a story 
form. 

Antoine hopes her book will go into 
the schools, and she especially wants to 
reach the young teens. She also hopes 
that parents will read the book to 
children. 

Antoine sees her book as a first step 
in dispelling myths and legends and 
teaching people about the true history of 
the Indian. 

“If I never make a penny, it doesn’ t 
bother me,” she said. “I just want people- 
to read the book and know who the 
Anishinabe people really are. This is my 
passion. 

“It’s my fervent wish, my prayer 
that the book will have a great impact 
with whites and Indians. It’s a start in 
learning the real history.” 


Recall 
Petitions filed 


last week with 
county clerk

A petition to recall East Jordan 
Mayor Russ Peck and city commis- 
sioner Brian Sweet was filed with the 
county clerk on Thursday by a group 
of citizens. 

East Jordan Citizens for a Re- 
sponsible City Government collected 
199 signatures on a petition asking 
for a recall of Sweet and 188 signa- 
tures ona petition seeking a recall of 
Peck. The minimum number of sig- 
natures needed for a recall petition 
was 164. 

Some East Jordan residents say 
Peck and Sweet failed in the respon- 
sibilities of their office. At issue is 
the way they handled the suspension 


and firing of former city administra- 


tor, Carolyn Sutter. The matter was 
discussed in public in violation of the 
city charter. Sutter was fired by the 
commission in July. 

“I think what Sweet did was ir- 
responsible, to make allegations in 
public, reading it into the minutes, 
about suspending Sutter,” said resi- 
dent Mark Postma. 

Postma said that Peck and Sweet 
ignored the charter and knowingly 
violated it. He said his personal opin- 
‘ton was that the commission didn’t 
understand the charter. 


“T’ve never said they didn’thave . 
Postma said. - 


the right to fire her,” 
“They do, that’s their job, but it was 
done irresponsibly and left us wide 
open to a huge lawsuit.” 

Sutter filed a suit against the city 
and others on Oct. 4.in Charlevoix 
County Circuit Court. Her charges 
include wrongful termination and 
breach of contract. 

Peck said he did not feel the 
charter was violated. “We followed 
and interpreted the charter to the best 
of our abilities. We sought the advice 
of the attorney who handled the char- 
ter, and thought we were okay.” 

Peck said the allegations are 
wrong and he doesn’t think there is 
enough support for a recall. 

“TH let the people speak,” he 
said. “I hope it’s over with the recall. 
Maybe it’s what we need to get it over 
with and get on with things. 

Peck said he believes an unsuc- 
cessful recall will show he is good 
for the city. 

“I have every confidence in the 
world that’s what will happen,” Peck 
said. “My message to them is ‘The 
gloves are off and I’m ready to do 
battle."” 

There is no real basis or truth to 
back them up, Peck said of the group 
making the allegations. “I’ve done a 
great job for East Jordan. I’ ve thought 
of East Jordan first.” Peck is in his 
ninth term as mayor. 

Sweet also said he didn’t think 
the recall would be successful. He 
declined to comment further and said 
he would be issuing a prepared state- 
ment. 

Postma said the chances are very 
good for recall and said it depends

fill the. seat of Dan McKinnon, who is retir-

. Norton wants East Jordan to have a 
healthy government and she sees ways tomake 
- that happen. 

; “We need to address how we’re govern- 
ing,” she said, “We should follow the charter 
to the letter.” 

Norton helped to draft the new charter, 
adopted i in April of 1995, It was the first revi- 
sion since 1911. ; 

“We need government to produce what 

. we want, not have a negeeive government,” 
she said. “It creates conflict.”. 

Norton said she believes in team effort 
and wants a healthy relationship among work- 


ers, Policies and decisions should be made that 
will make the community move forward, she 
said. 

“I'd like to see the things fete talk about 
get done.” Much of the work involves the in- 
frastructure. Norton said the city needs to work 
on sewage, water and the streets. She feels 
these things need to be addressed before the 
city can attract visitors and industries. 

The city should rebuild from the base on 
up and then work on beautification and pre- 
serving the historic flavor, she said. 

Norton wants tourism and industry to 
grow, but believes the growth should be well 
thought out and watched. East Jordan is one 
of the fastest ‘growing. small towns in the 


’ United States, per capita. 


- “I.don’t want tourism to be the major in- 


dustry and have it take over the town,” she 
- said. “There are real people who live here all 


year. I want people to be proud of their city 
year-round.” . 


Norton wants a balance between tourism 
and other industries. She encourages stable 
industries and cautions against businesses that 
she believes threaten the moral fiber of chil- 
dren, homes and the community, She hopes 


that pornography establishments will not in- — 


fluence the community. 

“Everyone: has their own level of accep- 
tance, but I’ve personally seen. what these 
things do.” Norton worked in Teen Challenge 


. with her husband when she lived in Detroit 11 


years ago. She said. she saw what can happen 
to kids when they have the wrong influences. 
Norton is concerned about kéeping the 


_ downtown and west side areas in East Jordan 


as one town in spirit. Walkways and bike paths 


will help to keep people together, she said. 


The city has dedicated people who. are 
willing tofight and speak up whether they are 
right or wrong, she said. “I think that’s good, 
it’s healthy. I hate all yes people.”

Voters are missing in actio

I don’t know about you, but I had 
a good feeling standing in line to vote 
last Tuesday. 

It was refreshing to see so many 
others feel the importance of the day 
and actually stand in line, upwards 
of 30 minutes at some places around 
the county, to vote. 

Our lives are busy. Everything 
we do is fast. Standing in line is not 
something we do very often. It was 
an unusual experience to actually 
stand, with nothing to do but watch 
people in the voting booth. 

Locally, voter turnout was mar- 
ginal. While one would have thought 
the long lines were due to the large 
number of voters, they actually were 
caused by the complexity and length 
of the ballot. 

Nationally, the turnout was pa- 
thetic. And that more than anything 
else from Tuesday’s election shows 
the state of our country. If people 
can't even take the time to vote — 
the most basic duty of a democracy 
— what's left? 

People are turned off, They are 
not interested. They are not taking 
responsibility. 

Nationwide, 49 percent of reg- 
istered voters actually voted. That 
means Bill Clinton with 49 percent 
of the popular vote received positive 
affirmation from only 25 percent of 
the electorate. 


What’s going on? Some “ex- 


perts” — if there is such a thing in 
politics — blame the candidates. 
Some blame the media. Some blame 
the system. Some blame political 
consultants. Others blame a bored 
electorate more interested in watch- 
ing Melrose Place than presidential 
debates. 

I don’t have any answers. I don't 
think anyone does. But something is 
wrong. Campaigns are way (oo ex- 
pensive, in most cases they’re ugly, 
and the bottom line is, the majority 
isn't paying any attention. 

While answers are few, some 
opinions on what's wrong and how 
to fix it are worth repeating. Here are 
two opinions ‘from a recent article 
published in a national news maga- 
zine: 

Curtis Gans — Committee for 
the Study of the American Elector- 
ate: “We need to cease being the only 
democracy in the world which 
doesn’t regulate political advertising 
on television. Second, we need to 
realign our two major political par- 
ties so that they offer relevant choices 
to all Americans. Political ads are 
giving Americans a choice between 
bad and awful, distorting and under- 
mining debate, increasing campaign 
costs and driving voters from the 
polls.” 

Tom Brokaw — “NBC Nightly 
News”: “First, delay all state 
primaries until June. Then stage 
primaries over four consecutive

weeks, choosing the order by lottery. 
For example, the first week in June 
all of the states in the Pacific time 
zone would hold their primaries 
simultaneously. The next week all of 
the states in the Eastern time zone. 
And so on until the end of June. 

“Second, candidates would 
agrce to a campaign-spending cap of 
$2 million in each time zone. They 
would also limit their media budgets 
to $50 million each. Nattonal politi- 
cal parties and special interests would 
be limited to $25 million. In the final 
week of the campaign all candidates 
who exceed 20 percent in national 
polls would be permitted three min- 
utes of air time on all television and 
cable networks to address a specific 
issuc. Third, the two national parties 
would agree to hold two-day conven- 
tions, no later than the end of July. 
The first weekend in August the other 
parties would hold their conventions 
simultaneously. 

“Fourth, debates between the 
major-party candidates —- and inde- 
pendents who have reached at least 
20 percent in national polls — would 
be held each Sunday in October. 
Fifth, Election Day would be moved 
to the first weekend in November and 
polls would be open for 24 hours. 

“If we don’t sell hard the idea of 
participation, we will be left with a 
system beholden only to the highly 
motivated, very narrowly defined 
special interests.” 


A good choice for city manager

Voter turnout was about normal 
for East Jordan — approximately 55 
percent (800-plus out of 1500 or so 
registered voters). I still wonder 
about that other 45 percent. Why 
bother to register if you're not going 
to vote, and, then again, how many 
people didn’t even bother to regis- 
ter? Seven-hundred votes not 
counted is quite a few — especially 
when the top vote getter tn the local 
races reccived Just over 500 votes. 

Nationally, voter turnout was the 
lowest in years. So, what’s new? I 
guess the campaigns weren’t the 
awe-inspiring, wave the flag politi- 
cal events our political parties would 
like us to believe. Voter apathy is 
alive and well in Generation X. 


David Brinkley for president; at least 
he'll tell it like it is — and 
everybody’s entitled to his opinion. 
Getting back to local matters. I 
think the East Jordan City 
Commission's choice to fill the city 
administrator position was the best 
available for the citizens of East Jor- 
dan. I attended the interviews held 
by the City Commission and David 
White was by far the better candidate. 
I feel East Jordan was fortunate to 
have someone of Mr. White's cali- 
ber apply for the position. 
Unfortunately, the city only re- 
ceived applications from 15 individu- 
als this time around (last time they 
received 40). Of the three applicants 
chosen for the final interviews, only 
two applicants presented themselves 
in a manner that would inspire con- 
fidence. The final decision was based 
on relative experience levels, with 
Mr. White clearly the more experi-

enced candidate. 

I was also impressed 'with Mr. 
White's contract negotiation skills. I 
missed the special commission meet- 
ing during which the contract was 
negotiated, but I read about the re- 
sults. J think the commission might 
have felt a little bit over a barrel when 
it came to insuring the city adminis- 
trator position was filled by a talented 
individual. In today’s market, talent 
costs money whether it be in salaries 
or fringe benefits. 

While some of the stipulations 
of the contract may seem a little gen- 
erous, I think if the commission had 
failed to reach an agreement with Mr. 
White, the consequences would have 
been much worse for the city. It’s 
hard to predict what caliber of can- 
didates would have applied for the 
position if the hiring process for city 
administrator was re-initiated.

“If people knew the amount of 
money spent for the lawsuit, they 
would recall.” 

Some people called the group 
asking to sign the petitions. The 
group did not go door-to-door 
throughout the city, Postma said. 

The county clerk reviews the 
petitions and then sends them to the 
city clerk for signature verification. 
The petitions then go back to the 
county clerk. Peck and Sweet have 
the right to challenge the validity of 
signatures or the registration of an 
elector. 

The process takes a total of ap- 


proximately 95 days before a recall 
election, said county clerk Jane 
Brannon. If approved for authentic- 
ity, the recall is put on a ballot and 
scheduled for an official vote.

In 
an attempt to reduce the number of deer in general 
the state has extended the season to Dec. 8. Again, 
only private Jand doe permit holders can hunt this 
portion of the season and it is DOES ONLY. 

Regarding doe permits, it seems that for the first 
time in many years there were doe permits left over 
after the general lottery. There were roughly 100,000 


permits available on a first-come basis. It seems 
that there were a few loopholes in the system and as 
usual there were abuses. Officer Matthews talked 
of sport shops where the owner processed their 
friends’ and family’s applications while many people 
stood in line waiting for the doors to open. Then 
there were the people who took the time to obtain 
five doe permits in addition to the ones drawn in the 
lottery. No system is perfect but there should be
